Tiie cor
ner house, which has the same entrance
aud exit ns Karnow's iiome, is unoccu-
pied. Karnow's little boys and the
Learny boy are playmates. They were
seen playing on Monday at '2 o'clock.
They were not missed until the supper
hour that night. When darkness came
their parents began to get alarmed.
Mr. Karuow repor.ed tho disappearance
of the children to tho police and an
alarm was sent out. Kurnow scoured
tho neighborhood until midnight and
then went to bed. Just after G o'clock
this morning Mrs. Karnow aroused her
husband and startled him by saying
that she bad dreamed that tho missing
boys weie in tho empty house next
door. Her husband laughed at tho
suggestion, but Mrs. Karnow insisted
on an investigation. With her nieco
she went into tho vacant house. From
room to room they went, looking into
every closet. They had arrived at tho
top floor without seeing anything of the
lost children, and were about to enter
the front corner room when they heard
low moaning coming from a little closet
about one and a half feet deep and thrco
feet long. It was fastened witli a
spring catch from tho outside. Mrs.
Karuow rushed to the clcset and throw
open the door. Tiled upou the floor,
one on top of tho other, were tho three
little ones, all unconscious. The young-
est Karnow child wis blue in tho face
and was frothing at tho mouth.

They wero all carried off to-b- sil and
fed lightly on milk and brandy. They
have come around all right, but are
still very weak. The boys became
locked in the closet while plaing hide
aud seek. They all began to cry when
they found what a predicament they
were in, but their shouts were drowned
by the roar of the traffic ou tho streets
and the noise of the elevated trains.
They tried to burst the door open, but
their little bodies were not strong
enough to accomplish that. Very soon
the air in the closet became oppressive
and the youngest Karnow fainted.
The other two kept up shouting until,
exhausted, they gave up in despair.
After a few hojrs of imprisonment they
all began to cry for water, and they
wero yet moaning for it when uncon-
sciousness relieved them until they
wero released.

lleiter M. Aiulernuii'a) .Murder n l'nrallvl
tci tlio Famo'i Triij-t'il- y.

Nkw York, Juno 14. The murder of
Hester Mary Anderson, the pretty

daughter of l'eter Anderson of
1'erth Aiuboy, i. J., remains as much a
mystery as ever. Chief of i'olico Burke
of Jersey City went to Maureis, tho
nearest villiage to the Eceue of the mur-
der, this morning and brought back
with him Clement Abner and John
Uoisland, the hoys who were frightened
away from the railroad track on tho
night of tho murder by two strange
men. Tho boys assured Chief Iturke
that they could positively identify tho
men, but when they reached police
headquarters in Jersey City they wero
unable to say that tho men who had
been arrested on suspicion, James
Ueslin and John Casey, wero the men
who drove them away from tho railroad
track on Wednesday evcuing. Justice
O'Donnell promptly discharged the
two prisoners and sent tho boys back
home.

There is a growing feeling among the
residents of l'erlh Am boy that the
criino will go down in Jersey history as
a companion to the long list of undis-
covered murderers which have made
the state's criminal history remarkable.
It is worthy of note that another mur-
der almost of tho samo character, tho
famous Hathway mystery, was coinmit-e- d

in tho samo spot a number of years
ago. The murderer was never" dis-
covered, nor was the identity of tho wo-

man over clearly established.

TONS OF EISII BAIT.

CATCHING MENHADEN OFF THE
COAST OF NEW ENGLAND.

How Schools of FUli Are rursued. Cap
tured nnd Stowed Aboard An Accom-

modating Alember uf tlio Finny Tribe
Which Can lie Uied In Muny Wujs.

Pitching his voice high tho lookout nt
tho masthead of tho menhaden steamer
shouts out gleefully: "A school! A
school!" and immediately all is bustlo
and excitement on board.

"As this is n now oxperienco to you,
fir, you shall have n seat with mo in my
boat."

"Thank yon, captain; I am only too
eager to see tho fun."

Tho crows now tako their places in tho
seino boats, whilo two of tho party,
known ns drivers, go ont iu advance in
little thirteen foot boats to learn the
direction in which the school is moving,
and to mark out its size. Tho jolly cap-
tain a true typo of tho traditional Capo
Codder, sqnaro built, sturdy, genial, his
faco bronzed by years of exposnro to
sunshine nnd sea breezes rind very intel-
ligent withal takes his place at tho o

bow oar in one of tho seino boats,
and tho mate a corresponding position in
tho other, nnd by tho timo they reach
tho ccliool tho drivers describe tho inovo-incn-ts

of tbo fish.
They now begin throwing out tho

seine, each boat going in an opposite di-

rection around tho school, tho drivers in
tho meantime splashing tho water to
keep tho fish from escaping. Soon tho
boats meet, and all hands now pull nt
tho pufso lino, tho not and cork lino.
Tho steamer is brought alongside and
after tho llsh aro driven well together
tho net is fastened to tho bteamer's sido
and they aro baled into tho hold by
means of a largo dip net run by n don-

key engine.
Tlio nest thing on tho programme is

to prcparo tho menhaden for salting, to
bo used as bait for which there is great
demand. . This Is a simple process, but
to mo its novelty invests it with partic-
ular interest. Tho head of tho fish is
taken in the left hand of the workman,
and with a peculiarly slmiwd knife held
in the right hand ho cuts a slico, longi-
tudinally, from each sido of tho body,
leaving tbo head and vertebra) to bo
thrown away or occasionally to bo
pressed for oil. Tho slivers aro salted
and packed in barrels.

This opening act of tho day's drama
ended, Captain Williams invites mo to
accompany him into tho cabin, nnd the
jolly skipper there entertains mo with
fcomo interesting points about tho fishery.

"It's queer how many different names
tho menhaden is known by," observes
tho skipper. "Fact is, it has moro ali-

ases than a veteran criminal more nick-
names than there wero colors to Joseph's
coat. Besides the moro common namo
of menhaden it is known aa logy, bony-fis- h,

mossbunker, hardhead, whitefish,
bunker, oldwifo, bugfish, cheboy, ell-wif- o, of

nlowifo, fattack, greentail, wifo
and yellowtnil shad. It's about as long
aa the common sea herring, but is deep-
er and moro robust looking. Its aver
age length is from twelvo to fifteen
inches. I hardly need toll you that it is
valuable on u bait fish, it excelling all
others as such; that ns ft food resource
it is thought to have great qualtitics;
that its chief valuo is as a fotilizer and
and that it is also valuable, for tho oil
and scrap produced by cooking nnd
pressing them.

"For illustration, hero aro somo min-
utes I mndo in my memorandum book
in regard to what was dono in tho year
1880, which was a fair representative sea-to- n.

That year tho total weight of tho
catch was 1570,000 iouiids equivalent to
about 700,000,000 menhaden in number.
Pretty big army, eh? Quantity of oil pro-
duced, U.OGO.iJOO gallons, and of guano
08,001 torn, having u total valuo of
$!,u:it,0ll. Capital invested in steamers,
etc., mid their outfit and in factories,

.',:HW,811. As comparod with previous
years, however, tho yiold of oil was
small." iu

"About how long, captain, does tho
catching fenson l.ist'r"

"Well, yon boo, as soon ns tho men-
haden make their appearance in tho
npring, vessels start in pursuit of 'em,
aud continuo capturing 'cm till they

in tbo fall. From tho menhaden
oil nnd piano factories nlong the south-
ern coast of Now England, New York
and Now Jersoy shores, the fleets of
steam and hill vessels begin their cruises
early in May, chasing tho fish aloictu'

Tho total area of tho ground is estimated
at 5,!i"0 square geographical miles.

"Tho averago steamer is about tho size
of this one. That is to say, ? ome 70 tons
measurement, 1)0 feet long, 17 foot beam,
7J feet depth of hold and seven feet
draft aft nnd costs $10,000. It co3ts uot
far from $1,000 a month for wages, fuel
and piovisions to run it. Liko this boat,
thoy aro screw Hteamors and aro rigged
with one mast for'ard, which is fitted
with a crano for taking iu tho catch.
Tho men's quarters nre in tho for'castle.
Tho fish aro stored in bulk in tho hold.
Tho engine honso, as you Bee, is astern
the main hatch, with coal bunkors open-
ing on deck ench side. All of 'em have
fitted to tho bulwarks on either side,
near the stern, cranes for tho boats, nnd
towing chocks uro bet in tho deck on
either quarter uft. Tho hold or tank for
storing tho fish is water tight. Thero
aro some stoamers engaged in the fishery
which are tnore'n 150 feet long, carrying
from twenty-MJve- u to thirty men, nnd
cost $!SO,000 and upward. Most of tho
btcamers carry four sciuo boats.

"Since steamers have come into voguo
tho factories havo greatly increased
their facilities for handling largo catch-
es. Tho first factory could work tip
only a few hundred barrels a day, whilo
now tho bix factories tako from 0,000 to
5,000 barrels daily." New York Herald.
